Seniors  Polly  Wilkes  and  Mary  Ann  Lotscher  and  junior 
Vicki  Mauk  became  the  first  women  athletes  to  be 
named  to  an  all-state  tournament  team. 

Feeling  the  season  was  over,  the  team  held  its  recogni¬ 
tion  dinner  after  the  conclusion  of  the  state  tournament. 
The  team’s  third  place  finish  was  one  short  for  an 
automatic  bid  to  the  regionals;  however,  to  their  sur¬ 
prise,  O.N.U.  received  a  bid  marking  the  second  con¬ 
secutive  season  for  participation  in  the  regionals. 

Another  bright  spot  during  the  ’78  season  was  the 
performance  of  the  junior  varsity  team  which  held  a 
record  of  9-1.

They  needed  to  finish  in  the  top  four  to  qualify  for  the 
regionals.  Becraft  went  on  to  the  National  where  he  finished  a  strong  second. 

Despite  their  failure  to  qualify  for  the  regionals,  the  harriers  had  what  could 
only  be  termed  as  a  superb  season.  They  were  led  by  the  steady  performances  of 
such  runners  as  Becraft,  Chmelik,  Reynolds,  Schoenlein,  Kahla,  and  Gregg  Cline. 
Senior  Jeff  Kline  also  proved  to  be  a  consistent  performer.  Two  freshmen,  Tony 
Lenhart  and  Mitch  Devoe,  provided  the  needed  consistency  from  young  runners. 
All  but  two  runners,  Jeff  Kline  and  Dave  Strong  who  graduated,  return  next  year. 

With  these  returning  veterans  and  the  addition  of  some  strong  recruits,  the 
Northern  Polar  Bear  harriers  should  have  the  tools  for  an  assault  on  an  OAC 
championship.

This  season  for  the  Polar  Bear  roundballers  could  only  be  characterized  by  the  word  inconsistency. 

The  basketball  team  extended  Coach  Daugherty’s  seven  year  mark  to  98-78  with  an  1 1-14  seasonal  record. 

The  Polar  Bears  opened  their  season  strong  and  fast  with  a  record  of  7-4.  Despite  this  fast  start,  the 
Bears  found  the  month  of  January  disastrous.  During  January  the  Bears  lost  eight  straight  games  to  tie  a 
school  mark  for  consecutive  losses.  The  fact  that  ONU  led  in  all  of  those  eight  games  until  the  last  four 
minutes  makes  the  losses  even  more  tragic. 

The  Bears  finished  the  OAC  schedule  with  a  record  of  4-10,  which  included  three  straight  wins  to  set 
the  stage  for  next  season.  The  Polar  Bears  then  went  on  to  lose  to  Heidelberg  in  the  first  round  of  the 
OAC  play-offs. 

Coach  Daugherty  cited  inexperience  as  the  villain  during  the  season.  For  most  of  the  season,  two 
freshmen,  a  sophomore,  and  two  juniors  were  on  the  floor  for  ONU.  Pat  Koester  led  the  Bears  in  scoring 
with  an  average  of  18.0  points  per  game.  George  Thieman  led  the  team  and  also  the  conference  in 
rebounding  with  an  average  of  10.6  rebounds  per  game.  Kent  Baker  received  national  recognition  for 
placing  fourth  in  the  nation  with  a  free-throw  average  of  .905.  Pat  Koester  also  received  OAC  honorable 
mention  honors. 

According  to  Coach  Daugherty,  the  youth  of  this  year’s  team  may  prove  to  be  the  asset  of  next  year’s 
team.

ONU’s  run  at  an  unprecedented  fifth  consecutive  Ohio  Athletic  Conference  wrestling 
championship  fell  short  due  to  a  rash  of  injuries  which  shelved  five  out  of  ten  varsity  wrestlers. 
The  Polar  Bears  were  forced  to  settle  for  fourth  place  behind  league  champion  Muskingum, 
Baldin-Wallace,  and  Mount  Union.  However,  the  Polar  Bears  compiled  a  record  of  11-6  and 
enjoyed  a  winning  year  during  Dick  West’s  first  season  as  head  coach.  ONU  took  victories  from 
all  six  conference  opponents  that  it  faced  in  dual  meets.  ONU  also  won  eight  of  its  last  nine 
matches. 

Brad  Beamon,  a  junior,  was  the  only  ONU  grappler  to  walk  away  with  a  conference  title.  He 
won  the  142  lb.  championship  and  an  automatic  bid  to  the  NCAA  Division  III  meet  in  California. 

Senior  team  captain,  126  lb.  Mark  Eshler  and’junior  118  lb.  Rick  Peiffer,  both  returning  OAC 
champions,  had  to  settle  for  runner-up  honors  in  their  respective  weight  classes  after  suffering 
injuries.  Eshler’s  record  of  21-3-1  was  the  best  ever  compiled  by  an  ONU  grappler.  He  and  Peiffer 
(16-5-9)  received  at-large  bids  to  the  NCAA  Division  III  meet. 

The  ONU  surprise  of  the  OAC  meet  had  to  be  sophomore  Kelly  Moyer  in  the  177  lb. 
classification.  He  defeated  the  number  three  seed  in  the  first  round  and  went  on  to  finish  fourth. 

Coach  West  saw  a  silver  lining  in  the  cloud  surrounding  the  injuries  which  plagued  ONU  this 
season.  He  felt  that  the  injuries  gave  some  determination  to  many  of  his  grapplers. 

“The  injury  situation  which  hurt  us  this  season  may  prove  to  be  a  blessing  in  disguise  for  next 
year’s  team.  Each  wrestler  has  talked  to  me  about  his  plans  for  the  upcoming  season.  I  believe  the 
guys  want  the  championship  more  now  than  they  did  this  past  season,”  he  said.

The  baseball  season  could  best  be  described  as  wet  and  streaking.  The  Polar  Bears  had  nine  games  rained 
out  during  the  season,  but  managed  a  season  record  of  13-9  to  extend  eleven-year  Coach  Herb  Strayer’ s 
string  of  winning  seasons  to  eleven.  Throughout  the  season,  the  Bears  played  in  streaks;  the  Bears  had 
winning  streaks  of  five  and  four,  but  a  disappointing  losing  streak  dampened  the  hopes  for  a  conference 
title.  The  Polar  Bears  finished  with  a  record  of  6-4  which  put  them  in  third  place  behind  Northern  Division 
winner  Wooster, 

The  team  fielded  seven  hitters  with  .300  plus  batting  averages.  Sophomore  Scott  Ingram  led  the  team  in 
hitting  with  a  sizzling  batting  average  of  .375;  he  was  the  team’s  designated  hitter.  He  was  followed  by  Steve 
Barney  (.364),  Mike  Martin  (.346),  Bill  Baron  (.341),  Steve  Page  (.338),  Lance  Bucholtz  (.308),  and  Terry 
Adkins  (.303).  Mike  Martin  again  led  the  team  in  seven  offensive  categories:  at  bats  (78),  runs  (20),  hits  (27), 
RBI’s  (18),  home  runs  (4),  total  bases  (46),  and  slugging  percentage  (.591).  The  team  finished  with  a  batting 
average  of  .278. 

The  team  was  led  in  pitching  by  sophomore  Scott  Ingram  who  allowed  only  four  earned  runs  in  thirty- 
one  innings  for  an  ERA  of  1.15  and  a  record  of  3-1,  Junior  Jeff  Schwerer  finished  the  season  with  a  record  of 
3-4  and  an  ERA  of  2.58.  Freshman  Dave  Rowland  also  finished  the  season  with  a  perfect  3-0  record. 

The  Bears  lose  only  three  players  to  graduation;  they  are  catcher  Bill  Baron,  third  baseman  Terry  Adkins, 
and  centerfielder  Mike  Martin.  According  to  Coach  Strayer,  “It’s  going  to  be  tough  to  replace  Martin.  Mike 
has  been  a  outstanding  outfielder  for  the  Bears  in  his  four-year  stint  at  ONU.  The  two  greatest 
disappointments  of  the  season  proved  to  be  the  wet  weather  and  the  loss  due  to  injury  of  freshman  pitcher 
Jeff  Nischwitz,  who  led  the  OAC  with  an  ERA  of  0.47  last  year.” 

The  Bears’  prospects  for  next  season  look  good  as  they  return  the  entire  pitching  staff  and  five  starters  in 
the  field.

ONU’s  women’s  tennis  team  completed  the  1979  ten¬ 
nis  season  with  a  record  of  5-4  and  a  post-season  ap¬ 
pearance  in  the  Ohio  Small  College  Tennis  To  Tourna¬ 
ment  at  Oberlin  College. 

The  second  doubles  team  of  Val  Weaver  and  Linda 
Nichols,  both  seniors,  along  with  singles  player  Cindy 
Keener  advanced  to  the  semi-finals  before  bowing  out  of 
the  tourney.  Weaver  and  Nichols  took  the  number  one 
seeded  team  from  Oberlin  into  three  sets  before  they 
were  eliminated.  Keener  was  seeded  second  in  sixth 
singles.  By  losing  the  semi-final  round,  these  girls  placed 
in  the  top  four  in  the  state.

Ohio  Northern’s  women’s  fast  pitch  softball  team  used  timely  hitting  and  the  arm  of 
freshman  Pam  Canady  to  finish  the  1979  season  as  the  third  best  fast  pitch  softball  team  in  the 
state  of  Ohio. 

“No  one  expected  ONU  to  get  past  the  first  two  games  of  the  double  elimination 
tournament,”  said  ONU  head  Coach  Gayle  Lauth.  “We  had  lost  to  every  team  in  the  tourney, 
but  that  did  not  matter  to  the  girls,  who  really  played  up  to  their  potential  in  the  Ohio 
Association  of  Intercollegiate  Sports  for  Women  State  Tournament. 

“After  defeating  Muskingum  College,  a  team  which  had  twice  defeated  ONU  in  the  regular 
season,  in  the  opening  round  and  Kent  State  University,  the  top  seed  in  the  tourney,  in  the 
second  round,  the  Polar  Bears  set  their  sights  on  capturing  the  runner-up  spot  in  the  state,” 
said  Coach  Lauth. 

The  Polar  Bears  defeated  Kent  State  8-7  in  extra  innings  when  Stephanie  Lutz  singled  home 
Pam  Canady,  the  winning  pitcher,  with  two  out  in  the  ninth.  Canady,  along  with  Vicki  Mauk, 
Polly  Wiles,  and  Cheryl  Haupricht  each  had  two  hits  against  the  Flashes.  The  Polar  Bears  lost 
the  runner-up  spot  to  BGSU  when  BG  scored  a  run  in  the  ninth  to  take  a  4-3  victory.  ONU  had 
led  3-0,  but  the  Falcons  tied  it  up  in  the  fifth.

Claude  W.  Pettit  College  Of  Law 

Ohio  Northern  University’s  Pettit  College  of  Law,  founded  in  1885,  is  the  second  oldest  law  college 
in  the  state  of  Ohio.  The  Claude  W.  Pettit  College  of  Law  is  a  member  of  the  Association  of  American 
Law  Schools,  is  accredited  by  the  American  Bar  Association,  and  is  a  member  of  the  League  of  Ohio 
Law  Schools.  It  offers  a  three-year  degree  program  leading  to  the  Juris  Doctor  degree. 

Northern’s  law  program  is  directed  toward  preparing  students  for  the  practice  of  law  in  any  state.  Its 
curriculum  is  based  on  the  law  of  all  50  states  and  the  federal  government.  Currently  there  are  more 
than  500  students  enrolled,  with  over  1,500 law  alumni  practicing  in  35  states.  The  curriculum  is 
designed  to  give  our  students  a  thorough  grounding  in  the  principles  of  law  as  they  will  be  useful  in 
practice,  and  an  appreciation  of  the  law  as  a  social  institution  capable  of  contributing  to  the  welfare  of 
society  and  promoting  desirable  changes  in  it. 

The  college  of  Law  contains  the  Jay  P.  Taggart  Memorial  Library,  a  student  lounge,  a  large  classroom 
which  is  also  used  as  a  courtroom,  three  classrooms,  four  seminar  rooms  and  17  faculty  offices.  The 
Jay  P.  Taggart  Library  now  houses  over  90,000  volumes.  Because  the  library  is  a  government 
depository,  it  contains  an  abundance  of  primary  research  material.  Also,  the  library  offers  the  service- 
of  LEXIS/OBAR  computerized  research.  Students,  faculty,  alumni,  and  practicing  attorneys  have 
found  the  computerized  research  a  valuable  tool. 

We  recognize  that  our  primary  responsibility  is  teaching  students.  We  believe  that  learning  takes 
place  most  effectively  where  opportunities  are  provided  for  individual  contact  and  counsel.  There  is  a 
considerable  degree  of  classroom  participation  and  freedom  to  consult  with  professors,  who  are 
readily  available  for  conferences.  Every  effort  is  made  to  create  a  highly  personal  relationship  between 
the  faculty  and  students,  in  which  human  values  and  the  dignity  of  the  person  play  an  important  part, 
just  as  should  be  true  in  the  practice  of  law. 

The  students  are  provided  with  a  large  variety  of  activities.  A  student  may  become  active  in  the 
organization  of  the  law  school  by  participating  in  the  Student  Bar  Association  and  its  various 
committees,  or  there  are  two  legal  fraternities  in  the  school.  There  are  also  two  newspapers  which  are 
staffed  by  students.  The  University  also  provides  a  law  school  division  of  intramural  sports  which  the 
law  students  have  been  very  active  in,  in  the  past.  Some  of  the  sports  include  basketball,  softball, 
racquetball  and  football. 
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Law  Review 


The  Ohio  Northern  Law  Revies,  a  highly  respected  law  journal  of  the  Claude  W.  Pettit  College  of 
Law,  is  edited  and  published  by  the  students  of  the  College  of  Law.  Published  four  times  a  year,  the 
Law  Review  consists  of  leading  articles  on  current  legal  topics,  student  comments  on  legislation  and 
recent  decisions  of  the  federal  and  state  courts  or  administrative  agencies,  and  selected  symposia 
presentations  on  varied  legal  topics. 

An  invitation  to  join  the  staff  of  the  Law  Review  is  based  upon  academic  achievement  and 
demonstrated  writing  ability.  Membership  on  the  Law  Review  is  a  tribute  to  scholarship  and  among 
the  highest  honors  a  student  can  attain  at  the  College  of  Law. 

The  Ohio  Northern  University  Law  Review  represents  Claude  W.  Pettit  College  of  Law  in  the  legal 
community  at  large,  and  thus  encourages  the  submission  of  ideas,  comments  and  publishable  works 
from  the  faculty,  students,  and  alumni. 
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Moot  Court  1977-1978 


During  the  1975-76  year  the  Moot  Court  organization  reorganized  and  expanded  its  internal  operations  in 
preparation  for  an  expanded  national  program.  Students  initially  become  involved  in  the  Moot  Court 
Program  as  second-year  students  through  the  Celebrezze  Competition,  named  after  distinguished  alumnus 
Judge  Anthony  J.  Celebrezze  of  the  Sixth  Circuit  United  States  Federal  Court  of  Appeals,  structured  to 
develop  abilities  in  brief  writing  and  oral  advocacy.  In  the  fall  quarter  these  students  thoroughly  research  a 
complex  and  relevant  fact  situation  and  then  write  Supreme  Court  quality  briefs  based  on  their  research. 
During  the  next  quarter  they  argue  both  sides  of  the  problems  against  other  participants  before  judges 
composed  of  professors,  practicing  attorneys  and  senior  Moot  Court  members.  Based  on  its  competition,  the 
four  most  successful  students  make  up  the  National  Moot  Court  Team  during  the  fall  quarter  of  the  third 
year. 
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Preliminary  to  this  National  Competition,  members  argue  at  the  Sixth  Circuit  LSD/ABA  Competition  in 
the  spring.  As  seniors,  National  members  research,  develop  arguments  and  write  Supreme  Court  briefs 
submitted  to  their  regional  “court”  for  evaluation  followed  by  a  presentation  of  their  oral  arguments. 

Through  completion  of  the  Celebrezze  Competition  students  become  members  of  the  Board  of  Advocates 
in  at  least  six  competitions  including  the  Fall  Nationals,  National  Client-Counseling,  LSD/ABA  Spring 
Arguments,  Jessup  International  Competition,  University  of  Buffalo  Tax  Problem  and  Intra-Ohio 
Competition. 

In  197S-76  the  Moot  Court  Program  was  approved  by  the  National  Association  of  the  Order  of  Barristers 
for  charter  membership.  Together  with  60  other  member  schools  the  chapter  provides  an  honorary  for 
outstanding  moot  court  members  on  the  basis  of  achievement  and  contributions  in  the  advocacy  field. 
Schools  having  chapters  in  The  Order  include  those  nationally  recognized  for  outstanding  moot  court 
programs  and  for  successful  participation  in  regional,  national,  and  international  moot  court  competitions.

International  Law  Society 


A  steering  Committee  for  a  Student  International  Law  Society  was  established  in  the  spring  of  1976  at  the 
law  school  with  the  objective  of  establishing  a  branch  of  the  Association  of  Student  International  Law 
Societies.  The  Society  organized  in  the  fall  of  1976  with  the  objective  of  sponsoring  forums,  guest  speakers, 
career  days,  and  other  events;  co-sponsoring  the  Jessup  International  Law  Moot  Court  Competition  with  the 
Moot  Court  Team  and  supporting  exchange  programs  such  as  the  Icelandic  Exchange  Program  currently  in 
effect  at  the  law  school. 


Legal  Association  For  Women 


In  the  spring  of  1975  the  Student  Bar  Association  officially  accepted  the  constitution  of  the  Legal 
Association  For  Women,  an  organization  which  deals  with  those  areas  of  the  law  and  aspects  of 
professional  development  which  are  of  special  interest  to  women. 

In  the  1975-76  academic  year  the  association,  with  the  assistance  of  an  ABA/LSD  grant  sponsored  a  series 
of  twelve  films  and  speakers  in  various  areas  of  Women  in  Law.  Membership  in  the  group  is  open  to  all  law 
students. 

Although  a  new  organization,  the  association  has  played  a  key  role  in  subsidizing  the  educational  and 
social  programs  at  the  law  school.  This  year  the  organization  sponsored  a  three  day  Women  in  the  Law 
seminar  and  they  also  sent  a  delegation  to  a  national  seminar  in  Texas,  which  the  ladies  had  worked  and 
payed  for  on  their  own.  This  organization  is  a  true  credit  to  the  law  school.

BALSA 


The  primary  purpose  of  the  Black  American  Law  Student  Association  is  the  advocacy  of  the  interests  of 
Black  law  students  and  other  minority  students  who  may  be  of  a  racially  or  culturally  deprived 
background.  BALSA  seeks  to  enhance  the  welfare  and  interests  of  these  minority  groups  by  assisting  with 
information  pertaining  to  the  law  school,  the  securing  of  loans,  scholarships  and/or  other  financial 
assistance,  seeing  that  the  curriculum  is  attentive  and  relevant  to  the  needs  of  minority  group  members, 
preparing  an  adequate  orientation  program  for  new  students,  and  helping  prepare  minority  students  to 
assume  the  duties  to  meet  the  legal  needs  of  the  Black  communities. 

Another  aspect  of  the  program  is  to  foster  awareness  among  Ohio  Northern  law  students,  faculty  and 
administration  of  the  existence  of  a  multi-cultural  and  racial  society  with  a  view  toward  adjusting  the  law 
school  environment  to  reflect  that  phenomenon  and  make  it  more  conducive  to  those  who  are  non-white. 


Criminal  Law  Society 


The  Criminal  Law  Society  provides  further  educational  opportunities  for  those  students  interested  in  that 
area  of  the  law.  They  sponsor  an  active  “ride-along”  program  with  the  Lima  Police  Department  in  addition 
to  the  National  Mock  Trial  Competition,  and  speaker  and  film  presentations.

All  students,  upon  admission  to  the  College  of  Law,  become  members  of  the  Student 
Bar  Association,  an  organization  which  undertakes  student  activities  of  general  interest 
and  importance  to  the  College  of  Law  and  its  program. 

The  Association  runs  under  a  senate  form  of  government,  with  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Sergeant-at-Arms,  Parliamentarian,  and  three 
representatives  elected  from  each  of  the  three  classes.  The  SBA  is  affiliated  with  the  Ohio 
Federation  of  Law  Schools  and  the  Law  Student  Division  of  the  American  Bar 
Association. 

Unlike  student  governments  in  many  schools,  the  Student  Bar  Association  plays  an 
active  role  in  the  administration  of  the  Pettit  College  of  Law  and  share  equal  votes  with 
the  faculty  through  such  organizations  as:  Orientation,  Admissions,  Fundraising 
ABA/Accreditation,  Adjudicatin,  Films,  Communications,  Honor’s  Day  -  B’Roast,  Law 
Day,  Curriculum,  Barrister’s  Ball,  Placement,  Continuing  Legal  Education,  V.I.T.A.  Project 
and  TASK-Force  on  Changeover  to  Semester  Calender.  These  committees  do  much  to 
develop  the  law  schools  educational  and  social  opportunities  for  the  students  and  the 
prestige  of  the  school.

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The  ’78-’79schoolyear  was  marked  by  numerous  sudden 
resignations  and  firings  of  various  faculty  members  and  policy 
changes.  The  university  was  placed  in  turmoil  as  students  become 
suspicious  of  the  motives  behind  these  actions.  The  sudden  firing  of 
Bernard  Linger,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  brought 
the  turmoil  to  a  breaking  point.  Faculty  meetings  became  practically 
a  daily  event  as  members  tried  to  find  ways  to  cope  with  an 
unpleasant  situation.  Senate  meetings,  under  the  direction  of 
President  Jim  Brown  and  Vice-president  Chris  Ward,  tried  to  answer 
the  students’  questions  and  provide  a  bridge  of  communication 
between  the  students  and  faculty.  Students  once  again  banded 
together  to  demonstrate  their  dissatisfaction  with  the  current  state  of 
affairs.  Even  the  media  got  into  the  picture  as  newsteams  from  the 
area  newspapers  and  television  stations  came  onto  campus  to  dig  out 
the  “real”  story.  ONU’s  plight  and  questionable  future  became  the 
topic  of  everyone’s  daily  conversation  for  most  of  spring  quarter. 
Finally,  toward  the  end  of  the  quarter,  President  Loeschner’sown 
resignation  was  announced,  thus  shedding  some  light  on  ONU’s 
future.
